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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES  IS  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in  New  Hampshire  in 
1962  cost  the  persons  responsible  $5,545.  In  the  same  period,  the  cost  to 
the  cities  and  towns  for  control  of  such  fires  for  whicli  no  responsibility 
could  be  placed  cost  another  $24,634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax  money  and 
what  shameful  and  needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2,200 
acres  burned.  Residents,  farms  and  other  business  places  were  threatened 
with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man-caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if  every  citizen  re- 
members his  responsibility  in  regard  to  any  source  of  fires  in  the  open.  We 
can  help  to  keep  our  fire  loss  low  by  remembering  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises,  obtain  a  permit 
from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Seasonal  permits  may  be  issued  for  appro\ed 
incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry  windy  weather 
and  preferably  burning  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control  —  pails  of  water, 
garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom  for  grass  fires  or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire  out  of  control, 
report  promptly  to  your  warden  or  fire  department.  Continue  to  fight  it 
until  help  arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the  hands  of  chil- 
dren. It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  instill  in  the  child's  mind  a  respect 
for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 

In  1962  we  had  two  fires.  We  burned  one-half  acre.  Seven  permits 
were  issued.

The  Lora  Johnson  Pierce  Scholarship  Fund  and  the  Citizenship  Tour 
Fund  will  operate  through  this  Foundation  for  the  sole  purpose  of  aiding 
the  children  of  Albany  to  further  their  education. 

The  Lora  Johnson  Pierce  Scholarship  was  so  called  in  memory  of  Lora 
Johnson  Pierce,  who  was  born  in  Albany.  Because  of  this  her  brother,  Otis 
Johnson,  has  agreed  to  donate  to  the  Fund  a  portion  of  the  revenue  ob- 
tained from  the  sales  of  oil  sold  by  him  in  the  town  of  Albany.  This  is  to 
be  paid  to  tlie  Fimd  every  three  months  indefinitely. 

It  is  a  worthwhile  project  and  one  we  all  should  be  proud  to  contribute 
to  for  the  benefit  of  our  children. 

At  the  present  time  there  ai'e  only  a  few  active  members  in  the  Albany 
Civic  Group;  however,  every  female  resident  of  the  town  of  Albany  is  eli- 
gible for  membership. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Civic  Croup  to  add  to  the  finances  of  this 
Foundation  annually  and  in  the  event  that  at  some  future  date  it  ceases  to 
operate,  it  shall  be  to  the  interest  of  every  woman  in  the  town  to  see  that 
this  Foundation  continues  to  function. 

According  to  the  laws  of  the  Foundation,  gifts  other  than  money,  may 
be  accepted  as  long  as  they  are  conducive  to  the  attainment  of  the  purposes 
of  this  Foundation,  subject  to  such  limitations  as  are  or  may  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

The  first  trustees  appointed  are:  Ruth  T.  Morrill,  Chairman;  Nora  A. 
Leavitt,  Secretary;  Dorothy  L.  Wilson,  Treasurer.  The  incorporators:  Ina  B. 
Morrill,  Edna  A.  Drouin,  Louise  Cheney,  Ann  Croto,  Augusta  B.  Perry. 

When  notices  go  out  for  the  meetings  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April 
and  August,  it  is  hoped  that  all  the  women  in  town  will  have  the  interest 
to  attend  and  be  part  of  this  unprecedented  venture.
